Physicist Sketches Theories of Universe’s Age, on 
Energy and Intelligence Machine

p p tist, is not a “crea- 
tion” in the commonly accepted 
sense, for it has always: existed and 
probably always will. So far as the 
physicist can see, the universe is a 
“going concern, not yet run down, 
perhaps not destined to run down.” 
If it should come to such a state 
of entropy, of dead inertia, of com- 
plete run down-ness, he asked, could 
it be wound up again, and what 
would do the winding? 

Sir Oliver answered his own ques- 
tions: “Yes, it could be wound up 
again. An intelligence would do the 
winding. Clerk Maxwell imagined an 
intelligent contrivance whereny quick 
molecules could be out from 
slow ones. Thus one chamber or 
compartment of an apparatus could 
be made hot and another cold with- 
out the expenditure of any energy. 
There may be the beginnings of 
something of supreme importance in 
this concept.” 

The sum total of energy in the un- 
verse, Sir Oliver continued, must be 
simply untold, boundless. We do not 
know yet when the energy in a single 
atom is completely discharged. The 
atom of radium, for instance, is 
“usually quiet, but once in a cen- 
tury or so it fires off a projectile 
It may take 1000 years before it fires 
one, but once it has started it fires

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NE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


Southern California has broken many | 


community records in the past forty years 
or so if its amazing growth of population, 
its development of resources and the ex- 
tension of its trade relations with other 
communities of the world. In growing from 
a sparsely settled, scantily developed area 
to a teeming center of metropolitan activi- 
ty it has naturally changed much. It has 
taken om Many new attributes and at the 
‘game time it has discarded many old ones. 

Probably the most notable of the latter 
has been provincial rivalry, an intercom- 
munity characteristic that was rampant 
forty years ago but which has disappeared 
with the new conditions brought about by 
the. increased population, greater activity 
and the interdependence that the commu- 


| nities recognize as natural and inevitable 


in the great commercial and economic era 
which has made Southern California great. 

Every community in Southern California 
owes some measure of its success to the 
achievements and successes of sister com- 
‘munities and even more to the accomplish- 
ments of the greater Southern California 
entity of which it is a part. Not even Los 
Angeles is an exception. While it has con- 
tributed largely to the successes of other 
communities it, in turn, has been aided in 
its onward march by all the other cities and 
towns. 

It is @ifficult, therefore, to reconcile the 
intersectiong]l antagonisms of forty years 
ago with the spirit of today, although many 
of our older residents are able to recall 
them clearly. At that time there was no 
really large city in Southern California. 
Los Angeles had a population of 12,000 in 
1882 when Gen. Harrison Gray Otis as- 


of The Times. Santa Barbara and San 
Diego each had about the same number 
of inhabitants and, to the casual observer, 
appeared to have about the same opportu- 
nities for growth. 

Each of these three cities believed and 
proclaimed that it was destined to become 
the heart and center—the metropolis—of 
Southern California and each derided the 
claims of the others. Santa Barbara glo- 
ried in its beautiful setting, in its traditions 
of early settlement and in the character 
of its inhabitants. Its people, for the most 
part, could see no other outcome than the 
supremacy of Santa Barbara. A few, in- 
cluding Gen. Otis, who, in the seventies, 
conducted a newspaper in Santa Barbara, 
began to see the potentialities of Los An- 
geles, Otis embraced the opportunity to 
secure a newspaper in Los Angeles after 
he became convinced that Los Angeles 
with its rich surrounding territory must ul- 
timately be the metropolis of, Southern 
California. 

Santa Barbara, as a whole, continued to 
scoff at the claims of Los Angeles and was 


‘| jeajous of every community advantage 


which went to Los Angeles instead of to 
Santa Barbara. 

San Diego people were absolutely sure 
that their city had the most favorable 
metropolitan prospects. San Diego had a 
beautiful harbor, a wonderful climate and 
a progressive and ambitious population. 
Day and night its advantages and superior- 
ities were proclaimed and no true San 
Diegan ever admitted that either Santa 
Barbara or Los Angeles had a chance to 
become anything more than a tributary 
eity. 

Los Angeles was not backward in con- 
tributing its quota to the rivalry and its 
people used arguments, jeers and nick- 
names to decry and discount the claims 
of the others. Each of the three cities 
divided its time between recounting its

Pacific Coast. Just as Southern California 
has emerged from its provincial rivalries, 
so the entire Coast is coming more and

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ECRETARY WILBUR’S VISIT 
The visit to his old home town of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur was the occasion 
for a series of informal honors to the dis 
tinguished Angeleno. But Secretary WII 
tur did not merely receive. He left us 
with things to think about. 


Primarily a man of peace and a man who, 
in any other position in life, doubtless would 
have proved himself a practical idealist, 
Secretary Wilbur stands as a splendid ex- 
ample of that type of patriotic American 
who recognizes and advocates the necessity 
for adequate machinery for the nation’s de 
ferse and who is as little in sympathy with 
extreme pacifism as with a program for ag- 
gressive militarism. 

Defending the attitude and action of our 
navy in China and Nicaragua as guarantee- 
ing protection to our nationils and main- 
taining order in a land threatened with 
internecine strife, Mr. Wilbur said in his 
City Club speech that in a case in which 
Innocence is threatened with danger “a man 
without a gun is as helpless as a gun with- 
out a man.” He reviewed the various move- 
ments for world peace, especially the con- 
ferences dealing with the question of dis 
armament, and made it clear to his audi- 
ence that our country is justified in proceed- 
ing with its present naval program. 

“Inasmuch as our shipbuilding program 
was adopted by the Secretary of the Navy 
upon advice of the general board of the 


ference, it is obvious that the failure of 
that conference has cut no figure in the pro 
gram which is based upon our relative 
needs,” said Mr. Wilbur. 

Another point emphasized by Mr. Wilbur 
is that, while the United States stands com- 
parable to any other nation in capital ships, 
which protect against invasion, our country 
is or will be inferior to other nations in 
cruisers and auxiliary ships unless it builds 
more and better cruisers. 

“If we are to have a navy,” declared Mr. 
Wilbur, “we must build one and repair, im- 
prove, rebuild and replace its ships in step 
with modern progress.” 


Secretary Wilbur not only is a believer 


of peace and good will, but he is not willing 
that the country he loves should go to 
sleep while potential enemies 6f world peace 
may be preparing for aggressive warfare. 
To that element of America which advo- 
cates America’s disarmament, regardless of 
the attitude and activities of other nations, 
Mr. Wilbur echoes the sentiment voiced by 
the clown who said to King Lear, when 
the fond old king had given his kingdom to 
his faithless daughters: “Oh, foolish old 
man, to undress thyself before thou art

DEATH FLIGHTS 


BY ALMA WHITAKER 
Behind the shock and horror and 


sorrow occasioned by the loss of 


so many daring aviators and this 


revulsion of feeling on the part of 
the public which would now dis- 


courage such seemingly wanton 


waste of life there is something 


rather exalting, too. 


It ig a tremendously worth-while 
way to die. And it does mean that 
there is often still an abundance 
cf glorious courage left in the 
world. The sort of exalted cour- 
age, selfless courage, that will em- 
bark on these mighty risks for the 
sake of an idea. It isn't just fool- 
bardy daring, like the awful risks 
so many people will take just for 
publicity. The people who dance 
twenty-mile marathons or who sit 
on flagpoles or who eat twenty 
pies swilled down with fifty cups 
of coffee have courage, endurance 
and take frightful risks, too—but 
in such paltry, unworthy causes. 
That sort of courage is disgusting 
and arouses little but ridicule and 


contempt. 


But these aviators are brave and 
daring pioneers. Just as the men 
and women who firat trekked 
through barren deserts to new and 
uncivilized countries 
were pioneers. They, too, died in 
their thousands, but no one set 
out to discourage that sort of 


unknown, 


plucky pioneering. — 


Death is by no means the most 
terrible thing in the world. It is 
one of the inevitable things that 
we all have to meet sooner or later, 
and one can understand the exal- 
tation of risking its advent a little 
sooner for the sake of a tremen- 
dously worth-while idea. And al- 
ways with the glorious possibility 
of achievement, of biazing new 
trails for progress in the world’s 
affairs. Sometimes rich rewards in 
money attend these daring flights, 
but that in no way belittles the 
courage and magnitude of their un- 
dertakings. It is infinitely more 
worthy to risk death for a large 
achievement and a large reward 
than, say, the risk countless thou- 
sands of men take every day when 
they swill down bootleg liquor and 


carry handy little guns. 


Death can await us pretty well 
anywhere today. Most of us have 
to take the risk of death whether 
we want to or not. Heroes and 
cowards alike face all sorts of ig- 


nominious deaths every day. 


So why not take a glorious risk 
of death by proving out the possi- 
bilities of aviation on 4 glamorous 
scale? It is no more than count- 
less millions of women risk when 
they present a new human life to 
the world. And often it isn’t. such 


a long-drawn-out endurauce test. In 


its way aviation is for an equally 
good purpose. At present it en- 
joys much more glamour—but it 
isn’t actually any more dangerous.
